These bring 
in weeds in such abundance that the labor 
of pulling them from among the young 
plants is often tedious—whereas when an 
alluvial soil, like much of that on the banks 
of the Connecticut and the Nashua, is en- 
riched sufficiently by the annual deposit 
of the turbid stream as it overflows, these 
roots are cultivated with much ease, and 
weeding is nearly dispensed with. 

Hops have been extensively cultivated 
in this and the neighboring towns, but low 
prices have discouraged their culture.—
